Woman Bank Cashier Tired. 


Mys. Sarah P. Dick, assistant cash- 


ier of the First National Bank of 
Huntlngton, Ind., for more than thirty 
years, will, in a few days, retire from 
that institution, says the Indianapolis 
News. She retires on account of ill- 
health and a desire to take care of her 
aged father. The bank has been reor- 
ganized, and flattering terms were of- 
fered Mrs. Dick to remain, but she 
thought she had served her time and 
was anxious to quit. 


Mrs. Dick is one of the only two 


women cashiers of National banks in 
'America, and has established a repu- 
tation in banking circles as an expert. 
The First National Bank of Hunting- 
ton" was organized many years ago. 
It not only had the only woman cash- 
ier, but It wa?s the only bank hi the 
•country that had. women directors. 
In 1866 Mrs. Anna A. Daily succeeded 
to her husband's interests in the bank, 
and. In 1871 she was elected a director. 
The Controller of the Currency object- 
ed to her appointment but It was 
shown that she could legally act. and 
after some delay she was accepted. In 
,1873 the widow of Samuel H. Purvi- 
ance was elected a director, and in 
1881 Mrs. Ann P. Slack, at the death 
of her husband, succeeded him as 
stockholder and director, and in 1SS3 
Mrs. Fredericka Drover was elected a 
'director. For twenty years the major- 
ity of the Board of Directors of the 
bank were women. 


In January, 1871, Miss Sarah F. Mc- 


Grew. daughter of the President of the 
•bank, was appointed assistant cashier. 
She became Mrs. Sarah F. Dick in 
1878. and three years later was ap- 
pointed cashier of tbe bank, a position 
she held until she resigned of her own 
accord. 


Her career as a business woman, at- 


tracted attention all over the United 
States. She has been a salaried officer 
for thirty-one years and holds the rec- 
ord for the greatest number of trans-

tain a similar independent position. 
After a sudden plunge, as it were. Into 
coeducation, women themselves are 
now unuging about a reaction toward 
separate education. 


It is of interest, tuerei'ore, that under 


an endowment provided by the will of 
John Simmons, of Boston, who died 
thirty years ago, a women's industrial 
college has been opened in that city 
under the very shadow of the co-educa- 
;I.jL!al Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. Its purpose is to train women 
in the arts and crafts, and to train 
them by themselves. Simmons College 
has beon opened with 125 fall srudents. 
It is perhaps a forerunner o. oilier in- 
stitutions, which shall recognize the 
need of women to earn, their bread, 
and to earn it with the help of a train- 
ing not only of the constructive facul- 
ties, but of the intellect ia a more ab- 
stract sense, while at the same time 
tbe3' guard her from too harsh a clash 
with the struggling masculine world.

Manure For tbe Plant*. 


The sooner tbe manure spread on the 


land is decomposed the sooner the 
plants can utilize it. When a large 
mass of undecomnosed straw or corn 
stalks are hauled to the field they are 
in a condition beyond the reach of the 
plant roots. When the manure heap 
s well managed and all the ingredients 
well "rotted." one-half of The battle 


won. It is a paving of time, because 


the farmer who desires a quick start 
Tor his corn in the spring cannot afford 
to wait for the manure to rot in the 


Ids. Good management of the ma- 


rare means that it must be decom- 
posed in the heap, without losing any 
of 
its 
advantages. Every

viiows how to do so, but the majority 
illow large portions of the valuabl 
ammonia to slip away from them. 


tbe Fruit. 


There never is a time, no matter 


how great may be the fruit crop as a 
whole, when some of us do not need to 
xercise economy in our use of this 
valuable addition to the food pro 
ducts of the country. And even when 
we nave all done our best, many folk 
will be compelled to ?o without fruit 
for the greater part of the year. It 
stands all who are thas shortened to 
make the most we can of the orchard 
crop. Frequently we do not really 
know what economy in this direction 
is. On most of our farms many bush- 
els of apples go to waste every year. 
If the people who hare no fruit could 
get a chance to use this surplus stock 
how it would help them! In every 
neighborhood there are some such 
families. Why should we not share 
with them the fruit we cannot or do 
not wish to use, rather than let it 
rot. Then, too, the old 'fashioned 
"paring bee" had its virtues. 
They 


enabled us to turn the surplus apples 
which might otherwise rot into the 
form of dried fruit, to be used later. 
when the winds of winter howl and 
fresh fruit is scarce. Again, In pick- 
ing out fruit for use to-day, why not 
select such as will be spoiled to-mor- 
row? Sometimes we are inclined to 
laugh at the man who cuts out the 
decayed spots in apples and uses them 
to save them. There is really some- 
thing commendable about this, when 
we remember how glad some one -will 
be to get the fruit we thus save, if. 
we ourselves are not when the season 
grows old-— E. L. Tincent, >in New 
York Tribune Farmer. 


The Peach Tree Borer. 


Professor Smith, entomologist of the 


New Jersey Experiment Station, says 
he has had good results in shutting 
off lie peach tree borer by using hy- 
draulic cement mixed with 
skim- 


milk, applying once or twice in a year. 
He removes the earth around the 
crown of the root and examines to 
see if any borers are already there. 
If they are found they are destroyed 
by the use of the wire, then he mixes 
the cement and milk to make a thick 
wash, and applies it with a. brush, from 
two inches below the surface of the 
ground nearly to the branches. Scarcely 
any borers are found after the first 
season, although neighboring trees 
that have not been treated are badly 
infested. The milk makes a more 
flexible covering than if the cement 
were mixed with water, and does not 
crack as easily or split off. The trunk 
of the tree should be wet before the 
cement is put on, as the wash sticks 
better. For larjre trees it is more ex- 
pensive than newspaper covering and 
not so effective, but on small trees 
It costs but little. The peach tree 
Sorer differs from the apple tree 
sorer, in that we have never known 
the latter to work beneath the surface 
of the ground, and for this reason some

"Accompanying our command were 


about 100 friendly Indians, enlistee' 
and used as scouts. Talk of trailing— 
why, I never until then dreamed that 
it was possible for human being to do 
what these men did every day of the 
campaign. Ferquently we would de- 
scend mountains, along the slope of 
which old scouts of my company were 
able to barely make out the trail of 
the Apaches, until we reached a valley 
about half or three-quarters of a mile 
in width, the surface of which was as 
hard as adamant. Here we could see 
nothing, but the scouts ahead, on com- 
ing to such places, never hesitated one 
minute, but struck boldly across, fol- 
lowing the trail up the mountain side 
again. 


"As we crossed these valleys and 


mounted once again up the side of 
the high ridges, we could again catch 
traces of the Apaches in the softer 
ana looser soil of the mountain side. 
and many a time we have wondered 
at how our Indian trailers were able 
to follow the track on ahead of us 
over the valleys, where the surface 
was as hard as asphalt and crossed 
by fresh trails of hundreds of cattle, 
horses and burros that had passed up 
or down the depression after the In- 
dians. 


"The most remarkable case of trail- 


ing that ever came under my notice, 
however, occurred in 1887, when the 
San Carlos Apaches broke out of their 
reservation and went on the warpath 
south into Mexico. ' This occurred 
shortly after the Geronimo campaign, 
at a time when the war department 
had discharged all the Indian scouts 
attached to the southwestern posts, 
thinking that the trouble was all over, 
and that there would be no longer any 
use for them. Consequently, when we 
received a hurry order at Fort Hauchu- 
ca to go in pursuit of the San Carlos 
Apaches we were obliged to leave with- 
out taking any »f these human b?ood- 
hounds with us. 


sergeant as long as it lasted. Some- 
times when we would camp in the bed 
of a dried-up creek, the men would 
spend the whole night digging holes 
in the sand in which about a pint of 
water would collect in three or four 
hours. 


"The vegetation of the southwestern 


country is peculiar in that nearly every 
growing thing has thorns on it. The 
result was that long before the six 
months of our campaign was ended 
over half of our command were partly 
naked. All I had was a pair of pants 
and shoes and a ragged hat, the rest 
of my clothing having been torn to 
shreds. 
It used to amuse me when 


passing through a Mexican village to 
hear Gen. 
Lawton 
shout: 
"Boys, 


straighten up and try to appear as 
decent as you can.' Of course, all that 
we could do was to throw out our 
chests and look brave with what few 
worn and de'apidated clothes we had 
on our backs. 


"I accompanied Gen. Lawton as a 


member of the guard that took Geron- 
imo and his band to St. Augustine, 
Fla. These Indians had never been on 
a railroad train in their lives, and it 
made them seasick. In fact, their ill- 
ness became so serious that we had 
to stop 10 days at San Antonio to let 
them recover. 
In this the Indians 


showed up at the little end of the en- 
durance question, but take them in 
their native mountains and they can 
stand anything. 
I think, 
though, 


that another six months of the kind 
of campaigning that we underwent on 
this trip would have made us hardier 
than they. 


"The hardships that we stood were 


something awful. 
On one occasion, 


when we had been without food for 
48 hours, we found a cow that the In- 
dians had killed, and the carcass of 
which had laid out in the sun for lour 
days. We drove the buzzards away, 
and though the meat was decidedly 
'ripe/ we ate It. Gen. Lawton saw 
what we were doing and sent an or- 
derly to tell us to leave the meat alone, 
that It would make us sick But we 
sent him a steak, which he ate that 
evening, saying that he had never tast- 
ed better in his 
life. On another 


occasion we lived on dried apples and 
beans, without salt, mind you, for Ifi 
days."—Washington Post.

In the Stone Age. 


Near Marlow, England, has been 


discovered a quarry whence men of the 
stone age got flints to make their 
knives and weapons. In it was found, 
among other relics of the old workers, 
a pick of stag's antlers, used by the 
prehistoric miner in making his gal- 
lery. The site was 
called 
locally 


"Grimes's graves," and consisted of a 
number of holes or pits sunk in the 
ground. It was found that these 
Norfolk pits were made by miners in 
search of clear and large flints, the 
ready-made material for cutlery chip- 
ped from stone. These ancient workers 
had quite as keen an instinct for find- 
ing the best bed of flint as a modern 
prospector has for a bed of gold-bear- 
ing quartz, 
and somehow 
found 


out that about thirty feet below the 
surface there was a bed of the largest 
silicious pebbles in England. 
They 


therefore sunk the "graves" and ran 
galleries from them. In these galler- 
ies were found not only the flints they 
had dug but rough lamps, cut in chalk, 
for them to see by and the picks which 
they had used to work with. The imple- 
ments were all made of deer's horn, 
an3 it was noted that these old antler 
tools are exactly the same shape as 
the picks of wood and iron used in the 
flint quarries of England to-day.

Some years ago a Canadian, Thomas 


P. Wilson, -was smelting for metallurgi- 
cal purposes. From time to time he 
used a good deal of rock sale in his 
furnace stock, and also limestone as a 
flux. Whenever these two materials 
irere fused together the slag produced j 
by the intense electrical heat included 
a dirty grayish substance wholly un- 
like everything else he had ever seen. 


For weeks he noticed this substance 


•without giving more than a passing 
attention to ir. dumping it into the 
stream upon the bank of which he had 
built his furnace. 


One day a curious thing occurred, anl 


at a time when the pile of slag had be- 
come so large that its top rose above 
the surface of the water. A minute or 
two after dumping the slag as usual 
into the stream, some of it going under 
and part of it remaining above the 
water in a red hot state, the sizzling 
and steaming was followed Lv a bright 
burst of flame. 


The next time ilr. Wilson used rock 


salt and limestone the Maze again ap- 
peared over the slag after it had been 
cast into the river, aad. it being at 
night, he was much struck by the bril- 
liant white light produced.

it. but saved it and poured over it some 
•water for experiment. To his surprise 
there was no flame, out after puzzling 
a while over this feature he held a 
lighted match over the pile, when in- 
stantly there was a white, glowing 
flame, and Wilson knew that he had 
found something worth while.
